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STILL TALKING COMBINE 

The standing committee which was set 
up at the wheat conference held in London 
last May has come to life and announces 
that it intends to run an information 
bureau on wheat. The first and foremost 
idea, it is explained, is to “foster collabora- 
tion among the wheat-exporting coun- 
tries.” 

The conference at London, it will be 
recalled, was engineered by Hon. G. How- 
ard Ferguson at the close of the confer- 
ence at Rome. In the gathering at Rome 
the representatives of the exporting and 
importing countries had met in an atmos- 
phere of semi-hostility, and as a result 
got nowhere on the question of working 
out a plan for the provision and distribu- 
tion of the world’s future wheat supply. 
The meeting broke up and the delegates 
from the importing states went home in 
a mood to recommend their several coun- 
tries to grow their own wheat. 

The London conference was composed 
of representatives of the exporting coun- 
tries, who very evidently still clung to the 
notion that the exporters could dictate to 
the importers if they stood together. Noth- 
ing much came of the gathering except 
the creation of this standing committee 
which now attests its faith in the same 
doctrine. The “collaboration” it talks 
about means in plain language a combine 
of exporting countries to regulate supply 
and quote prices to the importing nations. 
The less active the standing committee is 
in that direction the more useful it will be. 


THAT SURPLUS 

Kansas farmers have been registering 
a lively protest because the U. S. wheat 
board proposes to sell five million bushels 
a month of the enormous amount of 
wheat it bought last year in order to boost 
the price above the world level. This sell- 
ing policy, they say, depressed the price at 
the time their new crop was coming on 
the market, and will continue to do so un- 
til the board has unloaded its entire 
holdings. 

Apparently the hope was that as the 
Government had been good enough to buy 
the wheat for more than it was worth, the 
government would be good enough to hold 
the wheat off the market indefinitely, lest 
selling it should shove the price down. 
Perhaps there was a hope that the wheat 
would be dumped into the sea, as is being 
done now with the coffee surplus of Brazil, 
or that it would disappear mysteriously 
over-night. 

Unfortunately, when a government 
undertakes to buy up a commodity surplus 
in order to maintain prices, that does not 
abolish the surplus, It remains in exist- 
ence, and must same day come on the mar- 
ket, or be destroyed and the loss imposed 
upon the taxpayers. What the govern- 
ment buying usually does is to induce the 
producers to produce more of the commo- 
dity the next year, and thus still further 
diminish the chance of getting a fair price. 
There is a “bumper” wheat crop in the 
United States this year partly because the 
wheat board bought wheat last year. 

In buying up last year’s surplus, the 
Government, through the wheat board, 
was really paying a bonus indirectly to the 
United States wheat grower. The latest 
turn in the situation suggests that it 
might have been better business to pay 
the bonus direct, and let the grower do 
what he would and could with the surplus. 


THE PUBLIC AND THE RESOURCES 

A special issue of the Alberta Gazette 
has been published, setting out the regula- 
tions under which the natural resources 
of the province are to be administered. 
This is easily the most important number 
of the Gazette since the one which pro- 
claimed the establishment of the province 
twenty-six years ago. 

This special issue comprises the offi- 
cial announcement to the people of the 
province of the lines upon which the Gov- 
ernment proposes to administer the great 
heritage of natural resources which has 
come to them and of which the Govern- 
ment is the custodian. While these policies 
were embodied in statutes enacted by the 
provineial legislature, the regulations are 
the interpretation of the statutes to the 
public set forth in detail, and from them 
the public will learn how and with what 
aims the resources are to be administered 

But while governments may make 
regulations, and legislatures enact stat- 
utes, the best results can never be at-

estates without a clear recognition by 
people everywhere that the property at 
stake is their property, and that in the 
management of that property the public 
authority should have the hearty co-oper- 
ation and support of every resident of the 
province. The private citizen has a re- 
sponsibility toward the resources no less 
real than that which rests upon the minis- 
ter charged with the direction of the de- 
partment which administers these. 
Whoever by design or neglect starts a 
forest fire destroys timber that belongs 
to him and to his neighbors everywhere in 
the province. The same obligation to pre- 
serve the general interests applies in re- 
gard to the depletion of the fisheries, the 
waste of natural gas, and the destruction 
of any other resource. It is not the part 
of good citizenship to treat the regulations 
made 


to protect and conserve these 
sources of wealth with indifference. It is 
bad citizenship to deliberately violate 


them; and bad business as well. 

If Alberta is to make better use of its 
resources than some of the other pro- 
vinces have made, that can only occur in 
proportion as the public observe in spirit 
as well as in letter the rules which are 
laid down for the reasoned use and con- 
servation of these gifts from nature.

PROTEIN A COMPLEX SUBSTANCE 


When you study the food habits of

Storing Grapes 

Question: M,. G. asks: “Is there 
any way of storing grapes and keeping 
fresh on the bunch?” 

Answer: Sound grapes may be kept 
in good condition for a long time by 
wrapping each bunch in waxed paper. 
After tieing the ends they should be 
kept on some soft material, such as 
cotton batting, and kept. in. a. cool 
place. They may aiso be packed in 
California redwood sawdust, and 
stored in a cool place. Another meth- 
od, frequently used in Europe, is to 
place the stalk of each bunch of 
grapes in a small bottle of water con- 
taining a piece of charcoal. If a tem- 
perature of 38 degrees is maintained, 
they will keep in good condition for a 
long time,
